Maturity should be involved in a 
sexual relationship. 

15. There is more to love than making love. 

16. An occasional fight clears the air but differences 
should be talked about. 

17. You should not go and overpower the other person but 
be an individual. 

18. Share things. 

19. Don't get possessive. 

20. Work out compatibility in lifestyle changes.
